Lupine was not Carl’s only 
project. He made above ex- 


on a dairy calf; $44.86 on 
chickens; and $8.70 on corn. 
A beef calf sold for $26 
early last spring. 

Carl, who has been in 4-H 
work four years, says, 
believe the 4-H club is the 
thing for a rural boy or girl 
to get into who wants to 
know more about farming 
and leadership.” 

His first projects were a 
half acre of potatoes and 
one acre of corn. By saving 
the profits from the two and 
increasing every year, he has 
carried a number and vari- 
ety of projects. In 1942 
they included blue lupine, 
gardens, hogs, kudzu, dairy, 
poultry and corn. 

From his returns he 
bought feed for another 
calf, purchased an _  addi- 
tional gilt, paid all his per- 
sonal. expenses, bought de- 
fense stamps and helped to 
keep his widowed mother’s 
farm going. 

He has on hand at present 
1 gilt, enough legume seed 
to plant four acres, a patch 
of kudzu, a beef calf and 37 
pullets that will lay soon. 

From his work he expects 
to complete two more years 
of high school and hopes to 
attend agricultural college. 
He is 17 years old.

THE GLORY OF THE SON 
OF GOD 

LESSON TEXT—John 1:1-14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us (and wo 
beheld his glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father), full of grace 
and truth, John 1;14, 

A New Year! It brings a thrill 
to our hearts, for even in this year 
of our Lord 19438 we may look for- 
ward with expectancy to God's 
blessing upon us and be hopeful that 
bettae things are ahead. Yet we do 
so with a sense of sadness as we 
realize that our world 1s so far 
from God, and with a deep feeling 
of responsibility for our life and tes- 
tlmony in the coming months, 
There could be no better way to 
begin any year—and certainly not 
this year—than by the study of 
God's Word. This should be done 
in the home and in the church, but 
may we suggest that this is an espe- 
cially good time to enter into the 
fellowship of your local Sunday 
school. 
Were we to select a Seripture por- 
tion with which to start the year we 
could not find a finer one than the 
Gospel according to John. 
The purpose of the Gospel {s stat- 
ed in 20:31 as being ‘‘that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God; and that belleving ye 
might have life through His name.” 
This first lesson of the series re- 
veals the glory of Christ. 


I, In the Beginning—the Living 
Word (vv. 1-3). 
God reveals Himself to man. As 
the word is the express image of 
the thought, so in an infinitely great- 
er sense Christ, the Living Word, Is 
the express image of God (see Heb, 
1:1-3). 
In “the beginning,”’ spoken of in 
Genesis 1:1, Jesus Christ already 
“‘was’’ (vy. 1); and He not only ‘‘was 
with God,” but He Himself ‘‘was 
God." He, the Living Word, the com- 
plete and final revelation of God as 
both Creator and Redeemer, was 
the infinite and eternal God. He 
came to bring to man the reassur- 
ing message of God’s redeeming 
love. 
The profound depth of these 
verses is beyond the deepest think- 
er, but thelr glorious message of 
redemption Js simple enough for the 
understanding of the youngest child. 
We may receive truth which we can- 
not fully understand and be blessed 
by it. 
II. In the World—the True Light 
(vv. 4-11), 
He is both the life and the light 
of men. In fact, His life was the 
light that shined (yes, and still 
shines) in the darkness of this 
world, revealing God's love, 
But the world did not receive the 
light. His own world knew Him not 
(v. 10). How tragic! Yet even deep- 
er is the hurt of verse 11—His own 
people received Him not, 
And it is so today. Nations re- 
fuse His light upon world problems 
and try to fight them out. Class 
hatred; capital against labor; the 
“have”’ against the “have not’’; yes, 
even the bitter fightings between 
professed Christians, all bespeak the 
fact that the shining of the “true 
light which lighteth every man’’ has 
not been permitted to penetrate very 
far into this dark world. 
However, it has reached, by God’s 
grace, into the hearts of believers, 
and there it has brought forth glori- 
ous results. 


Ill. In the Believer—Power and 
Glory (vv. 12-14), 
Those who receive Christ are born 
again. It is not a matter of “blood,” 
that 1s, of family or heredity. Nor 
is it ‘by the will of the flesh,” that 
is, by natural instinct or develop- 
ment of an inherent divine spark. 
And it is not by “the will of man,” 
for it does not come by human will 
power. 

It is “of God,” a divine rebirth 
which gives power in the life, and 
authority to declare one’s self to 
be the child of God (vy. 12). This js 
all so clear and so altogether de- 
sirable for both time and eternity 
that one wonders why all do not at 
once turn to Christ as Saviour. Have 
you? 

The believer also sees in the Word 
which “was made flesh and dwelt 
among us," the glory of ‘“‘the only 
begotten of the Father.” All that 
such an expression means we shall 
not know until we reach eternity, 
but that does not prevent the beliey- 
er from beholding, by the eye of 
faith, his glorious Saviour, the One 
who is “full of grace and truth,” 

John, the ‘man sent from God’ 
(v. 6), was a witness to the Light to 
the intent that men “might believe,” 
We, too, are to be witnesses, and 
that includes every one of us who 
knows Jesus Christ as Redeemer 
and Lord, 

If we will all thus fulfill the re- 
sponsibility and privilege which is 
ours, we may see in 1943 a real re- 
vival of spiritual life and power. No 
need is greater than that, and we 
could render God and our fellow 
men no greater service. This New 
Year's Sunday is the right time to 
make a start. Shall we do it?

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Army Warns Against 


Burning Woods In 
All Critical Areas 


Persons “who wilfully in- 
jure or destroy by fire the 
lumber or standing LN 
classed as war material, 
forests, classed as aie 
premises, in the areas desig- 
nated as critical in Alabama 
are subject to Federal pros- 
ecution under the Sabotage 
Act, according to an order 
issued by Major General 
William Bryden, command- 
ing general of the Fourth 
Service Command at Atlan- 
ta, received by State Fores- 
ter J. M. Stauffer. Penalties 
under the Sabotage Act are 
a fine of up to $10,000 or 
imprisonment up to 80 years 
or both. 

While it is not permissible 
to name these areas, it may 
be pointed out that Alabama 
is one of the great arsenals 
of Democracy, that many 
training areas and defense 
industries are located within 
its boundaries. Likewise, be- 
ing a state with more than 
half its entire area desig- 
nated as woodlands, it stands 
to reason that its forests in 
numerous localities are con- 
tributing to the demands of 
the war effort and that 
countless mills are night and 
day engaged in the produc- 
tion of lumber for the arm- 
ed forces. For these reasons 
‘may well be understood 
that much of Alabama’s vast 
acreage falls under the pro- 
visions of Major General 
Bryden’s order. 

Posters, containing the 
warning in full, have been 
placed by rangers of the Di- 
vision of Forestry in the vi- 
cinity of all areas desig- 
nated as critical. 

The poster, signed by 
General Bryden reads as 
follows: 

“Sabotage is the wrong- 
ful damaging or destruction 
of any material or supply 
deemed suitable for the use 
of the United States or its 
Allies in carrying on the 
war. 

“Lumber (including the 
standing timber) is consid- 
ered one of these suitable 
materials, and accordingly 
must be preserved against 
any action that might lead 
to its loss to the United 
States or the Allied Nations. 

“All persons are urged to 
exercise great caution that 
they do not cause or toler- 
ate fires which may damage 
or destroy our forests, 

“Warning is hereby is- 
sued that any person who 
wilfully injures or destroys, 
or attempts to injure or de- 
stroy, war material (includ- 
ing standing timber) or war 
premises (including  for- 
ests) by fire or other means, 
with intent to interfere with 
the efforts of the United 
States or its Allies in carry- 
ing on the war, or with rea- 
son to believe that his ac- 
tion may do so, is liable to 
prosecution under the Fed- 
eral Sabotage Act (50 U.S. 
Code, Sections 101-106), and 
if convicted under such Act, 
is subject to a fine of up to 
ten thousand dollars or im- 
prisonment up to_ thirty 
years, or both. W. M. Bry- 
den, Major General, U. S. 
Army, Commanding.”
